S(opui>, N. Y., Nov. 9— JmlRc Parker 
COnc»'d»'» thf el>-t tloii of prnwliU iit Roose- 
velt at 8:30 p. m., when he reci-lved a bul- 
letin that the democratic national head- 
quarters had already admitted that every 
doubtful state hail bt<-n carried by the 
rt j)ulill( aii national tl( k< t. He appeared 
to be not at all downcast by the result, 
althoufh It ia known that he greatly de- 
plored his overwhelming defeat in his 
own state. He received the dlscournKlng 
news in his study, where he sal smoklnif 
with two of his neighbors. The bulletin 
from democratic headqtiarters concerning 
Judge t'arker's defeat was given to the 
Judge by a press representative. When 
asked if he had any statement to make, 
be pulled a telegraph blank, toward him 
and wroto hastily for a moment. Then 
he said: 

"I am going to send this telegram to 
President Roosevelt:" 

"Rosemont, Esopus, N. Y., Nov. 8.— The 
President, Washington: The people by 
their votes have emphatically approved 
your administration. Alton B. Parker." 

Wabhlngtuii, Nov. 9 — President Roose- 
velt's reply to Judge I'arker's telegram 
was as follows: 

"Alton B. Parker, Rosemont, N. Y. : 1 
thank you for your i;ongratulatUjns. 
Theodore Roosevelt." 

Wabhlngfon, Nov, 9.— Chtirman Cow- 
hf-rd, of the democratic congressional 
campaign committee, at 11 o'clock, said: 

"We concede that the republican Roose- 
velt landslide has carried the hou^e uf 
representatlve.s for the republicans by a 
majority at least as large aa that by 
Which they now hold control,"

Chicago, Nov. 8.— Secretary Elmer Do- 
ver, of the republican national committee, 
says Roosevelt will have 317 electoral 
votes, which Is six more than the pre- 
clectiwn estimate. He said: "Owing to 
dlffererices in llinc anj greater distances, 
in the western states, the returns are 
mager and tncomplte. They hidlcate, 
however, that the sentiment which car- 
ried the east prevails In the west, and I 
think we Justify our claim that wr will 
carry every doubtful state. 1 would re- 
vise my pre-election estimate by giving 
President Roosevelt 817 votes Instead of 
Ml. The result of the election Indicates 
that the peoplu are satlsiled ivith the 
record of the republican party for eight 
years, and In addition to a party indorso- 
ment. the victory is a great personal 
triumph for Theodore Roosevelt." 

Vice Chairman New and Secretary Do- 
ver Issue the following signed statement 
r««T41ng the result: 

"Ws have now received reports from 
SVOry state In tha west and they Con- 
Arm the earlier prediction that the re- 
publicans have carried every western 
Stats. There are no doubtful states. In 
nearly every case the majorities are un- 
precedented. It ia a landslide which car- 
rtss with it the state tickets which were 
•noangerad by local contests or state is- 
sues. Close congressional districts have 
likewise banentied, and wiiile we have 
no deHnlte figures there will be a large 
net gain in toe membership of the lower 
house."

The most 
surprising of all the reports, however, 
comes from the Fifth and Fifteenth Mis- 
souri districts, both strongly democratic, 
and the former reprcscsnted by Mr, Cow- 
herd, chalrm.an of the democratic con- 
gressional c^impaign committee. The re- 
publicans claim to have c.irrled both dis- 
tricts. In the light of these reports a 
rspub;ican majority of CO in the bouse is 
sonsldered a conservative estimate. 

NKW YORK. 

New York, Nov. 9. -Theodore Rnose 
velt's pl'.trallty in this. Iils native state, la 
second only to McKlnlty'g in 1896. It ex- 
ceeds McKlnley's in 1900 by about iX.Wi. 
The late returns show that there were 
cast for him la New York atate about 
188.000 votes more than for Parker. Not 
onlv was the vote heavy In the country 
districts, where the Republican stmng- 
holda are, but In the Greater New York, 
traditionally democriktlc, he ran much 
closer to Judge Parker than had been 
expected, even by his own cvmpaign 
manaijei s. . Jt had been estimated that he 
would come down to the Bronx with bet- 
ter thgA U0.000 .plurality, but the figures 
Monday night Showed that this forecast 
would be exceeded by approximately 86,- 
1)00. In this city Parker's supporters had 
expressed hopes that their candidate 
would have mm UHJW to imiM more 
than Rosevelt, but In this they were dis- 
appointed by more than 100,000 votes. So 
overwhelming was the republican vote 
that the result was known positively 
early in the evening. The earliest coun- 
ties to report made It clear that the Par- 
ker vote everywhere fell below Bryan's 
In jiractlcally all the up-state districts. 
In the Qreaier New York Parker's plur- 
ality was from 12,000 to 14,000 larger than 
Bryan's, but in the state, according to 
the late reports his total vole fell 16,000 
short of llryan's. 

The small plurality for Parker In New 
Y'lTk city caused great astonishment, the 
lowest preliminary anle-electlon estimates 
having figured that he would go to the 
Bronx with 100.000 or more. When the 
reports came In showing that he woulil 
lead Rosevelt by dniy 40,000, they were 
received with amasement. The Parker 
plurality in the city was 86.000 less tnan 
was given Herrick, dem., for governor. 
In Hrooklyn the republican managers 
thoUKht Parker might lead Rosevelt. hut 
reports from all but 37 districts give 
Roosevelt 424 plurality. His total vote 
fell 16^000 short of Bryan's. 

There was a great surprise In the pro- 
p<irtiotiS of the vote for lllgglns, repub- 
lican, for governor, be running far ahead 
of the Odell vote In the counties and 
winning by about 86,000. His plurality 
above the Bronx was probably 160,000. 
while Herrlck's In the Greater New Y^ork 
aggregated about 75,000. Herrick did not 
carry Albany, his home county, nor did 
Parker carry Ulster, in which he .lives. 

OHIO. 

f'ohimbus. ()., Nov. 9.- The returns In 
Ohio are compared with those on the 
state ticket last November, when the re- 
publican plurality was 118,812, the largest 
ever given an Onto governor. The total 
vote then was only STT.M. and It Is esti- 
mated at much over a million Tuesday. 

Last year the republican plurality for 
Gov. Herrick of 113,0U), the second high- 
est \n the history of the state, was also 
on a total vote nMoh less than a million. 
The pluralities of 18M and 1S» were large- 
ly due to many demoorats (alUur to vote 
but the retnms Indicate that they voted 

Tuesday. 

The average republican plurality In 
Ohio the past ten years was 16.802. The 
largest plurality Ohio ever gave any 
president was 89,030 for McKinley four 
years ago and the republican committee 
estimate that the phjrallty for Roosevelt 
and Fairbanks will be double the. highest 
plurality ever given McKinley either for 
governor or president. 

It is estftnsted at from 140,000 to 150,000. 
The republicans claim a net gain of at 
least one congressman. Taylor, in the 
12th district. Chairmati Garber, of the 
democratic state committee, has no fig- 
ures to give out on the state or national 
tickets In Ohio, but he also claims a net 
gain of one democratic congressman. 
The Ohio delegation In congress now 
stands 17 republicans and four democrats. 

Chairman (Jarber claims that the demo- 
crats have elected Garber in the Fourth, 
Ansberry in the Fifth, Crtsslnger in the 
13th, Schneider In the 16th and Hurst in 
the 17th district. 

The republican state committee Tues- 
day night will not concede any of these 
five districts except the Fotirtb, in which 
''hairman <}arber was re-elected to con- 
gresv and Insist that If the present rate 
of rwpubil.Hii KaiiiH (•mtlniie. complete 
returns Wi ilnesdny will •..how (Jarber the 
only democratic i-onKiessman from Ohio. 

Based on returns received to 1 o'clock 
Tuesday night. If the present ratio of 
gains Is maintained for the unreported 
precincts Ohio will give Roosevelt 200,000 
plurality. Indications are that the re- 
publicans elect 20 of the 21 oongreoamen. 

INDIANA. 

Indianapolis, Nov. 9.— Indiana has been 
carried by the republicans by from 46,000 
to 5&,uo0. The legislature will be repub- 
lican by nearly 50, probably more. AU 
the nine republican congressmen are re- 
elected by Incre.-ised majorities, and the 
republicans claim also the Second and 
Twelfth districts, now represented by 
Representatives Mlers and Robinson, both 
democrats. They are in doubt. The leg- 
islature, which will meet In January, will 
elect two I'nited States senators, one to 
sutceeil Vice President-elect Charles W. 
Fairbanks. Senator Beverldge will be re- 
elected. 

The republicans have almost If not quite 
doubled >he McKinley plurality in the 
state of 26,467 four years ago. In Marlon 
county, which Includee Indianapolis, 132 
out of 280 precincts Indicate the repub- 
licans have carried the county by il.OOO 
which is almost double the McKinley 
plurality of four years ago. In scarcely 
a county of the state have the repub- 
licans failed to make large gains. The 
Democratic State Chairman O'Brien early 
concedes the state to the republicans b.v 
over 30,0(JO and sent his congratulations to 
Republican State Chairman G<H>drich. 
Democratic National Chairman Taggart 
gave up the battle at 10 o'clock and wired 
his conii'ratuiations to RepuMtcMUi Na- 
tional chairman Cortelyou. 

Vice President-elect Charles W. Fair- 
banks received the returns at his res- 
idence from privau wires, whleb oon- 
nected his home with the wUte boUse 
at Washington. 

He and President Roosevelt early ex- 
changed congratulations, and Senator 
Fairbanks was given a reception at the 
Columbia club. He did not make an ad- 
dress. In an interview he said the result 
was a generous Indorsement of President 
Roosevelt and bin administration. 

National Chairman Taggart declined 
to express an opinion as to causes. He 
will leave for New York Wsdl^Sgday 
mornloK, and will ko at once tO dMM>* 
cratic uatluual headquarters,

ILLINOIS. 

("hlcaRo, Nov. 9.— According to the re- 
turns received at midnight Illinois will 
give to President Rooii^velt the largest 
plurality ever given to any presidential 
candidate. He has by the unofllclal re- 
turns carried Chicago by 87,000 and tli.!' 
county of Cook outside of the city will 
give hltP ajMfllt 8.1100 mldltlnn^l. making 



his plurality In Cook coUtity not far from 
107.000. 

In previous presidential campaigns the 
state outside of Cook county has invaria- 
bly given a larger plurality for the re- 
nuhlican candidate than the county, and. 
basing the calculation upon this f.irt. the 
republican state central committee claim 
the possible plurality for President 
Roosevelt will total 214,000, thotwh some 
of the committee claim 230,000. The dem- 
ocratic comndttee refuse to give any flg- 
\ires. The greatest plurality ever given 
In Illinois before was Itt.oOO for McKinley 
in IMMi. 

The reptibllcan stato ticket has been 
overwhelmingly ele'cted, Ueneen for gov- 
ernor running about 15,000 behind the na- 
tional ticket in Cook county. It was ex- 
pected l)y politicians of both parties that 
Penten would nm ahead of the natloiuil 
ticket In about the same proportion that 
he ran tMhInd tt. 

Both branches of the legislature will be 
overwhelmingly republican, but no sena- 
tor is to be elected St tho ooming Ses- 
sion in ,Ianimry. 

The republicans by carrying the First, 
Fifth and Eighth districts, heretofore 
democratic, have increased their congres- 
sional delegation from 17 to 20. 

The republicans have carried all the 
offices In Cook county with the possltile 
exception of states attorney, the vote 
between Trude, dem,, and Healy, rep., 
being very elose. 

KENTUCKY. 

Louisville. Ky.. Nov. 9.— The city of 
Louisville and Jefferson county, with 16 
precincts missing, give Parker, %927: 
Roosevelt, 22,094. This Indicates a ne< 
democratic loss of 2,000 In the Fifth oen- 
gresslonal district over 1902. 

One hundred and eighty-one precincts 
In Kentucky out of 1.896 outside of Louis- 
ville and Jefferson county, give Parker 
a plurality of 5.034, a gain over Bryu^s 
plurality in 1900 of i.OM. 

Nine counties of 119 in the State give s 
total plurality for Parker of 4,886, a gain 
over r.ryan s plurality In 1900 of l.Ow. 

Six liundreil and seventy-two precinct" 
out of a total of l.h'J6 In the state, glv« 
Parker a plurality of 16,480. As the lltb 
llstrlct, a republican stronghold. Is yet

That the republic- 
ans would make ^ sweep of the state 
was evident by the first of the returns 
ind there seemed to be no <ioubt of the 
result Soon after the polls closed. It Is 
Mtlmated that President Roosevelt's plu- 
rality will reach almost the 25.(m mark, 
which Is several thousand ahead of Mc- 
Klnley's figures In 1900. 

The state ticket was not far behind and 
from Henry Roberts, the c-indlilate for 
io>ernor. down, there was a ( lean sweep.

Fourth, Fifth ami .'^Ixtli dls- 
trictii. The Second and Third are In 
doubt. The legislature, which elects i 
l'nlted States senator to succeed Sena- 
tor Dietrich, will probalily be republican. 
In Omaha the socialists have shown sur- 
prising strength and will poll the largest 
vote In the history of their organlaauen. 

NEW HAMPtHIRI.
